“We will learn from oth- 
ers who have already gone 
through the process of iden- 
tifying specific courses to 
match work experience. 
This will allow us to devel- 
op the program more quick- 
ly, and we hope to have 
everything in place by the 
end of this year,” said 
Riedel. “Because College 
personnel have longstand- 
ing relationships with these 
organizations, the ‘Prior 
Learning Initiative’ pro- 


gram will be a well-inte- 
grated project.”
